HIS LETTER.

First, I will state the the conjec- 
ture given out by the opponents is 
entirely erromeous and can have no 
purpose except to defeat this 
cent public improvement. 

“It is a well-known fact that it Is 
the policy of the City Engineer's office 
to figure all public improvements or 
any work done within the corporate 
limite of the municipality at the max- 
imum figure. This is not only the 
right policy, but it is the only safe 
one, as a general rule. 

“In this case the excavation of the 
proposed Bunker Hill open cut has 
been figured on the maximum cost of 
35 cents per cubic yard, which is a 
very safe figure for the engineer to 
give out, by the fact that a great deal 
of excavation work is going on for 
the city of Los Angeles at the present 
time in which the price paid will 
range anywhere from 16 to 20 cents 
per cubic yard. It must be considered 
that these jobs now being carried on 
to completion are only small com- 
pared to the magnitude of the exca- 
vation to be done in making the cut 
through Bunker Hill. Hence these 
smaller jobs are much more expen- 
sive proportionately, as neither one 
of them is large enough to warrant 
the proper equipment to do the work 
on the most economical basis. 


I have a number of locations and 
places for the dumping of all the 
earth t would be removed from 
said cut. Not only have I the location 
for the placing of the earth, but the 
dumping of such ground will bring 
good results. 
“IT have followed the vocation of 
cutting down hills and general con- 
tracting in excavation for the last 
thirty years, and I have handled some 
of the largest contracts of this char- 
acter in Southern California. Hence 
I should be somewhat qualified to un- 
dertake a job of this particular char- 
acter. 
“T have looked into all the details 
very carefully and stand ready to sign 
a contract with the city or private in- 
dividuals to remove all the dirt from 
the proposed Bunker Hill open cut 
in accordance with plans and specifi- 
cations for same on the basis of 20 
cents per cubic yard and to back said 
contract with a sufficient or unlim- 
ited bond.

“Maj. Fries is reputed to have said

knifing this project. Half as much 
dirt as would have to be taken out for 
the open cut has actually been exca- 
vated with steam shovels and carted 
away in trucks and erdinary wagons 
in San Pedro in the past two years 
and it has been done at an average 
cost of 20 cents to my positive knowl- 
edge. The 290,000 yards taken out 
for the harbor boulevard through 
Nob Hill was scooped up and taken 
away for 19 cents. Being connected 
with the government, Maj. Fries 
knows that Uncle Sam is now paying 
20 cents a cubic yard for its harbor 
work. Furthermore, the contractors 
at the harbor are getting nothing for 
their dirt. 

“It would not surprise me to see the 
contract for the open cut excavation 
go as low as 15 cents if the thing goes 
through. It is simply a question of 
proper and sufficient equipment. If 
the city were to give me the work and 


railway line or a noiseless aerial 
tramway to any of the low ground 
ithin a mile of the cut, I would 
varantee to get the job out of the 
way within nine months from the day 
the first dirt was dug. 

“As to the statement of the oppon- 
ents that the whole zone of the cut 
would be closed to traffic for years, 
let me say that I could cut either First 
or Becond t through so as to have 
it ready for the street improvements 
in three months.

CRAPS OF FISH 
FOR CHICKENS. 


NEW FEED DEVELOPED AT HAR- 
BOR PROMISES PROFTTS,

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, March 
15.—Fish scrap, once discarded as a 
cannery waste fit only as food for dog- 
fish, is now being made up into poul- 
try and stock food and is one of the 
most valuable by-products of the can- 
ning industry. 

The Pacific Food Products, which 
has the contract to hand the fish 
waste from the canneries here, will 
no longer manufacture fertilizer from 
the fish scrap. As fertilizer the fish 
scraps were worth about $40 a ton. 
The same process of extracting the 
oll and cooking and drying the scraps 
yields poultry food that brings a much 
higher price 


BUILDING BOA}S. 

There ia much activity along the 
water front getting ready for the first 
run of tuna expected with the return 
of warmer weather in a few weeks 
Boat-building plants particularly are 
rushed to turn out new boats for tuna 
fishing. Nearly one hundred boats are 
being built and between 100 and 150 
men are employed at the various boat- 
building plants around the harbor. 

Notwithstanding the advance in 
lumber, brass goods and engines, the 
season is one the most profitable 
in the history of boat building at 
the harbor.

BOARD OF ARCHITECTS. 


Commission to Advise and Direct the 
Planning of County Buildings and 
Bridges is Proposed by Local 
Chapter of the Institute 


Another commission to assist in the 
local government was suggested Tues- 
day to the Board of Supervisors, but 
did not meet with hearty support 
because of the too numerous commis- 
sions already existing. The latest is a 
proposed county commission of archi- 
tectural advisers. 

H. F. Withey, a local architect, is 
sponsor, and is backed by the Los An- 
geles Chapter of the American Insti- 
tute of Architecture.

CIL CALLS FOR 
ANOTHER DEAL.

KEW EXAMINATION is ORDERED 
FOR STENOGRAPHERS. 


By resolution of the City Council 
yesterday the Civil Service Commis- 
sion Was instructed to call a new 
examination for the position of male 
Stenographers here and to limit the 
examination to residents of the city 
of Los Angeles. This action was taken 
by the Council in accordance with its 
investigation of the recent actions of 
the Civ Service Commission in re- 
fusing a request from Mayor Sebas- 
tian that the residence restrictions be 
watved in the examination for execu- 

_ tive secretary to the Mayor and then 
waiving all residence restrictions in 
the next examination, which happened 
to be for male stenographers. The 
Council asked the Civil Service Com- 
mission for an explanation of the in- 
consistency of its actions with refer- 


@mece to the Mayor’s secretary exami- 


—— and the stenographers’ exami- 
nation. 

A reply was received yesterday from 
Willian’ Craig. president of the Civil 
Service Commission, in which he 
the Council's reference to the 
Mayor's secretary examination and 
informed the Council that for the last 
th years the Civil Service Commis- 
gion has invariably waived residence 
requirements in the case of male 
gtenographers. The reason for this 
action.” Mr. Craig says, “is that it 
has been impossible to obtain a suf- 
‘ficient number of male stenographers 
on the eligible list without waiving 
the residence. requirement.” 

The letter adds that salarfes paid 
male stenographers in the city service 
are not high enough to attract a suf- 
ficient number of applicants and. al- 
though the residence requirement was 
waived at the time of the last exami- 
mation last December, there is no one 
on the eligible list at the present time. 

The action of the Council in “in- 
structing” the Service Commis- 
sion to call a new examination is like- 
ly to bring up the question of juris- 
diction, inasmuch as the charter. in 
defining the powers of the City Coun- 
ell. says this body may issue instruc- 
tions to all appointive officers and 
commissions except the Civil Service 
Commission. 

A possible solution of the long- 
standing controversy between the 
Civil Service Commission and City 
‘Clerk Wilde was offered yesterday by 
the commission through a suggestion 
that an ordinance be passed creating 
the position of “second deputy” in the 
City Clerk's office, and that this posi- 
‘tion be exempted from civil service by 
“the commission and the Council in ac- 
cordance. with charter provisions. This. 
the Civil Service Commission says, 
would enable Mr. Wilde to appoint 
Ralph Walker to the position. Mr. 
Walker. who has had five years’ experi- 
ence with the county and three years 
with the city handling election and 
street work in the City Clerk's office. 
has been serving under an emergency 
appointment, and. according to City 
Clerk Wilde, because the Civil Service 

mission has allowed only two 
points for experience in the examina- 
tien and has denied his request that a 
part of the examination be oral in- 
stead of all written. Mr. Walker has 
not passed the civil service examina- 
tion. The men certified to the City 
Clerk for appointment to the position, 
Mr. Wilde says. have had no experi- 
ence in the special work whatever. 
The Council recently joined with City 
Clerk Wilde in requesting that the 
position of “assiatant City Clerk” be 
exempted from civil service. The alter-

the Interior during the administra-

“If we, as a nation, are to fulfill 


our duty as a nation, we should study 
and act upon national questions much 
as we dq municipal ones,” Mr. Gar- 
field said, and all our thoughts should 


be to the future. 
“If this nation is to hold its po- 
sition, it must be ready to fight and 


ready at all times to maintain the 


rights of its citizens. I am not a 
brawler, and do not mean we should 
become a military nation, with an 
overwhelming standing army, but if 
we are in a quarrel, we must be ready 
to handle ourselves to the best advan- 


tage. 

“Now is the time in the history of 
our nation when clear thinking is 
most needed. We cannot sit tight dur- 
ing the great European conflict, with 
a self-eatisfaction that we are not a 
part of it. Wi might have done this 
a hundred years ago. But today hu- 
man life is so woven together chat 
we of the United States are a part 
of that great struggle. We are di- 
rectly interested, and we have our own 
individual problems to work out as 


a result of this war: 


“Buccessful municipalities strive for 
clean political life. We must have 
clean political life in the nation, or 
we fall. 


NOT PAST, FIGHTING STAGE. 


“Mankind is not past the fighting 
stage. We have not reached the point 
where we can with safety refuse to 
prepare. We ought to be ready at any 
time to defend ourselves against un- 
Just attack, and if necessary to right 
an injustice by an offensive move- 
ment. 

“Tt have neither time nor inclina- 
tion to discuss the t Mexican 
situation. But I will say that we are 
not prepared today to prevent an at- 
tack such as occurred at Columbus 
tomorrow, if it should come again. 
And yet we have had years of Warn 
ing. People are asking Congress to- 
day to accomplish immediately what 
should have been started long ago. 
Tt is said nine-tenths of wisdom is be- 
ing wise in time. 

It is worse than idle to preach the 

doctrine that men will not fight. Be- 
fore many years have passed I believe 
universal military service will have 
been started in this country, so that 
men will know what to do should an 
occasion arise. For I tell you, what 
the 100 Villa bandits did is nothing 
compared to what would happen to us 
if a first-class power saw fit to at- 
tack us. 
“We have fostered a spirit in this 
country which in words is: ‘Let us 
make money if we can only avoid war.’ 
This spfrit means destruction. For 
it means we will permit anyone to 
do anything to us as long as we can 
make money without fighting. We 
are striving: to change this spirit in 
the Middle West, and you should try 
to do so in your city. For after all, 
the problems of our nation are only 
the exaggerated problems of the mu- 
nicipalities.” 

WOULD SHOULDER MUSKET. 

Ex-Mayor Blankenburg. who fol- 
lowed Mr. Garfield, was so carried 
away with the sentiments expressed 
by his fellow-speaker, that he imme- 
diately confessed that while he had 
come prepared to talk about munic- 
ipalities, he felt called upon to con- 
tinue Mr. Garfield's train of thought. 

The 73-year-old Mayor became so 
engrossed in his subject that it was 
easy for one to see how he had earned 
the affectionate sobriquet of “Old 
Dutch Cleanser” from the citizens of 
his home city, whom he delivered from 
the clutches of the grafters. 

“I was prepared when I was a boy.” 
he declared. “I was taught to shoot 
and march and camp. I am 738 years 
old today, but if any nationg no mat- 
ter from the east or west, should at- 
tack this country, I would shoulder # 
musket and use this training. And 
every American, no matter where he 
was born, should do the same. 

“The destinies of the human race 
will be molded in the western hemi- 
sphere. And we should be prepared 
not only to protect ourselves but to 
also protect the republics in the south. 

“Good government can only be 
strong when it rests on good municipal 
government. You must strive to make 
your city government strong. But a 
successful municipal government must 
eliminate national politics. You have 
wonderful opportunities here, for Los 
Angeles is the city of the future.”
